Congenital and Umbilical Hernia.

LTHOUGH rarely or never con- 
genital, umbilical hernia is very 
common in early infancy. It is often 
caused by violent crying and scream. 
ing, whereby intra-abdominal pressure 
iy greatly increased. [tis usually cur- 
able, only requiring the application of 
a truss for a few months. Indeed, 
mothers and grandmothers often de- 
vise a home-made bandage, sewing 
into it a button or roll of lead foil, 
which proves successful. Under the 
most indifferent treatment such a her- 
nia seldom persists beyond the period 
of infancy or early childhood. It is 
quite different with the inguinal form, 
which is often congenital; the testicle 
occupying with a loop of intestine the 
hernial sac—both having escaped from 
the abdominal cavity through the in- 
guinal ring. The two, traveling to- 
gether, do not readily make their way 
through the loose tissue. By the time 
they have reached the upper border of 
the scrotum, the irritation and obstruc- 
tion to the circulation have caused such 
inflammatory adhesions of the sac to 
the surrounding tissues, and to its 
contents, and of the contents to each 


other, that it becomes irreducible. At 
any time, also, strangulation may oc- 
cur. Last June a young mother of 
this city brought her child to my 
office, a strong, healthy boy two 
months old. He was writhing in pain, 


having become too hoarse from long — 


screaming to make a loud outcry. In- 
quiry developed the fact that he hid 
been in good health until the preced- 
ing night, when he was suddenly at- 
tacked with violent pain, which she 
had been unable to relieve. He re- 
fused the breast, vomiting at. frequent 
intervals. On examination, the right 
scrotum was found greatly swollen, 
reddened and inflamed, and, naturally, 


I fixed upon this conditicn as the cause 


of the child’s agony. The mother in- 
sisted that the condition had always 
existed, but had never before given 
much trouble, and it was hard for her 
to believe that it could now be all that 
was wrong with the child. 

The child was chloroformed and 
effort made to return the hernia, which 
was entirely futile. The situation was 
then explained, and the mother was 
assured that an immediate surgical 
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operation was necessary to save the 
child’s life. She reluctantly gave her 
consent, evidently thinking it a forlorn 
hope. The father of the child is a sea- 
faring man, and was cn a voyage at 
the time. With assistants I went to 
their home the same afternoon, and 
after as complete aseptic conditions as 
circumstances permitted were secured, 
cut down upon the hernial tumor. 
Dense adhesions of the sac to the sur- 
rounding tissues and of the contents 


of the sac ‘to each other were found. 


Breaking up and dissecting these out 
was difficult and tedious, consuming a 
full hour of time. The condition of 
the testicle was such that it was 
deemed best to sacrifice it. The sac 
was tied off at the internal ring and 
the wound closed with two rows of 
catgut sutures, the first approximating 
the divided edges of muscle and fascia, 
the second those of the integument. 
The tender age of the patient, and the 
prostration caused by its protracted 
suffering considered, his condition was 
as good as could be expected after so 
long an experience of chloroform an- 
eesthesia. Quieting remedies were 
given, and, although for a time he 
was pulseless and very pale, he rallied 
nicely and made a quick recovery, 

Umbilical hernia is a source of great 
annoyance and not unattended with 
danger, as it sometimes attains enor- 
mous proportions, and like other forms 
is liable to become  strangulated. 
Cases have been reported where the 
major portion of the abdominal organs 
were in the hernial sac. Relapses after 
operation in this variety of hernia are 
more frequent than in any other. The 


reasons are that it occurs chiefly in 
stout people, with protuberant abdo- 
mens; and the long-continued _pres- 
sure on the recti muscles causes them 


to be widely separated and to undergo 


extensive atrophy. Operation for rad- 
ical cure in many cases may, however, 


be undertaken with good hope of 


An incision from four to six inches 
in length having been made in the me- 
dian line will reveal the peritoneum 
immediately under the skin. It will 
be adherent to the skin and very thin. 
Careful dissection is required to avoid 
penetrating the bowel, which is also 
adherent to the perinoteum. An at- 
tempt is made to enter the peritoneal 
cavity above and below the neck ot 
the sac. If the contents of the sac can 
be returned into the abdominal cavity, 
this is now done; and after freeing the 
neck of the sac from the umbilical 
ring, it 14 tied off at the neck. If, on 
account of adhesions, the contents of 
the sac cannot be returned, it will be 
necessary to lay it open first. The re- 
dundant peritoneum composing the 
sac may then be plaited in folds with 
continuous catgut suture as the first 
step toward closing the abdominal 
cavity. After freshening the inner 
margin of the umbilical ring, a suit- 
able needle, carrying a foot or more of 
No. 2 silver wire, is passed tbrough the 
integument about an inch below the 
lower angle of the incision, and brought 
out into the wound, drawn until only 
one or two inches of the wire remains 
outside, to which catch forceps is ap- 
plied. Then, with tenaculum and for- 
ceps, bring as much muscular tissue 
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anJ fascia as can be found on one side, 
at the lowest point, together; pass the 
needle through this to, but not into, 
the peritoneum, and bring it out about 
half an inch above. Cross to the op- 
posite margin of the wound, and take 
up a similar portion, and continue, 
back and forth, to upper angle, when 
the needle is passed out through the 
integument, leaving an inch or more of 
wire protruding. Then pass an equal 
length of wire back in the same way, 
alternating the spaces covered in going 


up; these wires are drawn taut, and 
the projecting ends at each end of the 


line twisted together and wrapped with 


absorbent cotton. The remaining tis- 
sues are brought together with silk- 
worm gut, ond drsssings applied ag 
usual, Thesilver wire should remain, 
and the patient be kept io bed at least 
four weeks, when the wires can be cut 
at one end and drawn out. A well- 
fitted elestic abdominal supporter 
should be worn afterward for an in- 
definite time.

iy the interest of humanity I feel 

constrained to say a few words in 
regard to this so-called scourge. But, 
lest I forget it, let me say at the start 
that the scourge is chiefly in the man- 
agement. Smallpox would be no more 
of a scourge than measles if the same 
care and common-sense prevailed in 
the treatment,—but commercial doc- 
tors and the terror of pest-houses, the 
breakinvg-up of families and exposure 
of moving from a comfortable room to 
some less favorable place,-is enough to 
_ kill many a sensitive patient. It would 
do so in measles. But that is only the 
beginning ef the barbarity. Patients 
are stowed away and treated as if they 
were brutes or criminals not entitled 


to sympathy or scientific treatment. © 


Some old pock-marked persons are 
hired to guard them from getting 
away, and bury them surreptitiously 
when they are supposed to be dead. 
The big-salaried doctor never sees 


many of them, and when he peeps in 
it is for political effect and ‘“‘revenue 
only.” 

There are exceptions, and I think 
our own city is thus fortunate at the 


present time. A report from Dallas, 


Texas, recently, showed the most 
shocking state of affairs imaginable. 
As a sample, let me give an item: 

Mr. G and little daughter were 
forced from home at the point of a 
“six-shooter’ and driven in a filthy 
wagon to the pest-house. They had 
no more care than sick dogs, The 
father recovered in spite of the ne- 
glect, but saw his little one, neglected 
and turmented with flies that had free 
access, die without any attention from 
the doctors. Her mother was not al- 
lowed to see her in sickness or death. 
Mr. G said, “She was stuck in a 
hole in the ground, like a dead hog.”’ 

Now, my friends, if there is not a 
“Gehenna,’ it is high time one was 
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being built for such managers as 
those. | 

How would I manage it? Well, 
just keep the sick at home in as com- 
fortable and sanitary a condition as 
possible, and tell them there is but 
little danger if they obey orders. 


Smallpox may be more contagious 


than measles, but I think not; and it 
can be easily cured, and without pit- 
ting. It can be cut shorter than 
measles, and there is no more canger 
from complications. Just try the 
‘‘pest-house”’ business with measles or 
any other Cisease, and you can make a 
scourge of it. Much more on this 
line is boiling for utterance; but I 
must let you think it out, and I will 
tell you bow to abort smallpox and 
render it as simple and harmless as 
varicella. Given a pleasant room with 
even temperature and well ventilated, 
anc I would prescribe the ‘French 
Academy of Science” remedy : 

BR Sulphate of zinc and powdered 
digitalis, of each, gr. j. 

Sugar, 3 88. 

Water, 3 ij. 


Mix and rub well together; then add 


water to make 3 jv., and shake well at 
every dose. 

To one already sick, give a teaspoon- 
ful of this every hour, day and night, 
for twenty-fourhours. Also give freely 
pleasant solutions of bitartrate of pot- 
ash, lemon juice or cider vinegar. But 


little food should be given in the first 
twenty-four hours, after that, any 
light, digestible diet is in order. 
For those simply exposed, the zinc 
mixture given every two hours in day- 
time is a sure prophylactic. 
Vaccination will not take effect when 
the above is used only three times a 


day. You can have a case right in a 


large family, and but follow the above 
rules and not another case will occur. 
However, to make certainty doubly 
sure, I fumigate the rooms often by 
pouring sulpho-calcine on a hot brick. 
Cases that are already in the eruptive 
stage should be sponged with the sul- 
pho-calcine to prevent itching and pit- 
ting. Apply as often as the itching 
demands. It is also adeodorizer. I 
will tell you how to make it, and close 
my article. | 

Into five quarts of water put un- 
slacked lime half a pound and washed 
sulphur one pound. Stir well, and 
boil down to three quarts. Let it 
settle, and keep it in well-stopped 
bottles to keep the air from it, which 
soon causes precipitation. One pound 
of glycerine may be added to that in- 
tended for the faces of ladies and 
children. 

Eclectics, Homceopaths, and all true 
friends of humanity, [ beg of you to 
arise, and let us early in the twentieth 
century do away with barbarism in 
medicine. 


fop1pE oF Lime as A Remepy For Crovp.

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Bitten By a Snake Seven Years Dead,

‘<T RUTH,” it is said, “is often stranger 

than fiction,” and if what follows is 
not strictly the truth I am not to 
blame, unless it be for repeating to 
the profession what I got from the 
laity. 

In Glendale, Utah, lives a gentle- 
man, Mr. Smith, for some years a pa- 
tient of mine, and who gave me the 
following account of the effects of a 
bite from a snake that had been dead 
seven years. We were at his home at 
the time, and pointing to a bit of land 
below his house, he said: ‘‘Ten years 
ago I killed a rattlesnake in my gar- 
den there, and from that time to this 
his bones have been ploughed under 
and turned up to bleach in the sun 
until I suppose there are none of them 
left. I had long since forgotten about 
the snake and his bones until one day 
in July, three years ago, I was grab- 
bling some early potatoes for supper, 
when I got a prick in this middle fin- 
ger that made me stop for a second. 
I pulled the offending object out of 
the flesh, and was about to drop it in 
the vines, when it’s odd shape struck 
me, and I began to examine it more 
closely. It seemed to be a piece of a 
a bone; and, indeed, it was one of the 
fangs of the rattlesnake that I had 
killed there almost, if not quite, seven 
years before. I finished my potato 
digging, and thought nothing more of 
the matter until two or three hours 
afterwards, when my finger began to 
swell and pain me like the old scratch. 


A physician was summoned, and active 
measures taken to prevent any serious 
consequences; but in spite of all that 
could be done blood poisoning set in, 
and the whole inside of that finger 
sloughed out, and left it a stiff, crooked 
and withered bone, as you see it; and 
every year since, in August, that whole 
arm swells up and gets spotted like a 
rattlesnake, and pains me to beat the 
torments for a whole week, and some- 
times longer.” 

Now, gentlemen, hand in your theo- 
ries. Here is the fang of a crotalus 
that has lain for seven years, wet by 
the dews, washed by the rains, scoured 
by the soil and plow, harrow and cul- 
tivator of the farmer, frozen by the 
ice and snow and cold of winter- 
thawed and warmed by the sterilizing 
rays of the sun, and yet possessed of 
sufficient virus to poison a man unto 
death had not active means been used 
to prevent the same. Talk about the 
power of the hundred thousandth po- 
tency of lachesis, and then figure up 
how much kali. phos. and ferum phos. 
this equalized or displaced in the sys- 
tem in order to cause such a lack of 
these salts that blood poisoniny could 
follow! This sort of dosage wouldn’t 
make a ghost for the tallest Hahne- 
mannian attenuation, and yet notice 
the results! “Hx nihilo nihil fit.”

Gases and Lymphangitis, 


G. W. HARVEY, M. D., WATSONVILLE, CALIFORNIA. 


P till something like a year ago I 
had always associated this disorder 
with one of the three great evils of our 
race: tuberculosis, syphilis and scrof- 
ula; and cases that could not be traced 
directly to one of these three causes 
were delegated ut once te a filthy an- 
cestry with a conscience as clear as 


authority could possibly make it. But 


“authority,” let me remind you, does 
not always cover every point in any 
given case, even if it professes to do 
so, and the wise physician will ever be 
on the alert to reach the most obscure 
yet positive origin of disease. There 
is a fourth factor which sbould be an- 
nounced to the medical profession in 
the most positive terms as a very pro- 
lific cause of lymphangitis, and that 
is, the inhalation of carbonic acid, 
sewer and illuminating gases in mi- 
nute quantities for a considerable pe- 
riod of time. | 

In Alaska the miners have to thaw 
their ground by means of wood fires, 
and from the time that the shaft or 
pit is six feet deep they work in more 
or less carbonic acid gas, which re- 
mains in the pit an invisible product 
of combustion. The breathing of this 
gas, even in the most homeopathic 
quantities, for some weeks or months 
causes an inflammation of the cervical 
lymphatics, and in many cases suppu- 
ration follows and fistulous openings 
remain, leaving the neck of the indi- 
vidual very much enlarged. So com- 
mon is this disease in the Klondike 


region that it is known locally as the 
“Klondike neck.” Some. no doubt, 
will imagine that this condition could 
arise only in those who have a tuber- 
cular, scrofula or syphilitic diathesis; 
but the fact is that every individual, 
no matter how free from these taints, 
will develop the same inflammatory 
and fistulous condition of the cervical 
lymphatics if he habitually inhales the 
earbonic acid gas for a period of some 
weeks or months; and herein lays the 
proof positive that it is the gas that 
causes the diseace. 

The same test applied nearer home 
reveals the fact that there are many 
people free from all taint of either 
syphilis, scrofula or tuberculosis, suf- 
fering from inflamed, swollen and sup- 
purating lymphatics. Some can be 
traced directly to gas poisoning, while 
others cannot; but it is just as safe to 
assign the doubtful cases to this origin 
as to assign them to syphilitic, tuber- 
cular or scrofulous origin. I am fully 
persuaded in my own mind than any 
form of noxious gas will, if inhaled 
daily for a few weeks or months, even 
in extremely diluent quantities, cause 
the condition common:iy known as 
tubercular glands. The all- unwise 
medical profession will probably 
learn (if they ever get over their 
microbe lunacy) some day that there 
are other things than mucrobes that 
cause disease. I have traced a num- 
ber of cases of lymphangitis and ton- 
silitis directly to sewer-gas poisoning, 
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and others indirectly to leaks in an 
illuminating-gas main, until I am per- 
suaded that the great majority of 
these cases not directly traceable to 
tuberculosis, scrofula or syphilis are 
the result of gas-poisoning. 
Tubercular conditions are nothing if 
not conditions of starvation, and star- 
vation doesn’t affect the glands. Poi- 
sons affect the glands; starvation the 
adipose tissues. Fat people don’t have 
consumption, but they do have lymph- 
angitis. Who can say with any degree 


of certainty how much of the “king’s- 


evil” of the olden time was not the 
direct result of sewer-gas poisoning 
from the court and palace cesspools, 
sinks, privy vaults, etc., that were 
reeking with filth and refuse all about 
them? 

Study on this line a while, good 
friends, and give us the results, and 
in the meantime do not overlook the 
fact that many cases of tonsilitis with 
high fever that prove non-suppurative 
are the result of sewer-gas poisoning. 


Osteopathy.

Le: any educated physician who un- 
derstar ds Swedish movement cure, 
massage and the physiology of spasm 
and relaxation, read Davis’s or auy 
other book on osteopathy, and he will 
wonder why it was that a bealing sect 
could be established and succeed so 
well based on such a specialty; but if 
he will give the subject a little sus- 
tained thought, he will discover two 
reasons to account for it. | 
First: Jt is much easier to write a 
prescription than tos administer or even 
superintend the administration of mas- 
sage or movement cures, and even in 
our over-crowded profession the aver- 
age doctor is too busy, or, in other 
words, too lazy, to do his whole duty 


to his patients, and so he follows the > 


least irksome course of drugging him. 
Second: Our medical laws, contrary 
to public sentiment, confer a monopoly 


of doctor-making on certain estab- 


lished colleges, and these colleges have 


formed a trust, which, regardless of 
aptitude or ability, forces all candi- 
dates to attend athree years’ course 
of stale lectures before they are per- 
mitted to practice; so a class of doc- 
tors outside the trust who desired to 
make money out of those with an am- 
bition to heal the sick saw in this 
specialty a way to get around both the 
law and the monopolist and establish 
a new medical cult. 

Osteopathy, which claims to cure by 
purely physical means, is as largely in- 
debted to suggestion for its cures as 
is christian science. But little benefit 
is derived from the manipulations. 
The displacements and luxations they 
prate so much about are mostly, if not 
all, imaginary. Asa matter of fact, a 
brisk walk of half an hour will exer- 
cise more muscles and restore normal 
action to circulation and viscera and 
be of more physical benefit than a 
week’s work of the masseur or osteo- 
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pathist; but the patient is positively as- 
sured that he will be healed. He be- 
lieves it; he expects it; and even be- 
fore he submits to the treatment he 
has placed himself in a mental attitude 
to accept manual suggestion. Positive 
assurance is the strongest way to plant 


. and make dominant an idea, no matter 


what the method of healing is. 

Take, for instance, two medical men. 
The positive man says: ‘‘This medi- 
cine will make you fee! better in a few 
hours; yecr pain will cease after a few 
doses; you will sleep; your sleep will 
be refreshing, and your strength will 
be restored.” He feels it, has confi- 
dence in his prescription, and the pa- 
tient reads it in every feature and act. 
Another will say: ‘Your case is a diffi- 
cult one; the symtoms are vague and 
the indications obscure. We will try 
this remedy for a few days. Iam not 
sure that it will accomplish anything; 
but, if it fails, we will try something 
else.” 

Both men may be equally well versed 
in the theory of medicine, but the first 
is a successful practitioner and the lat- 
ter is not. The first enlists the hearty 
co-operation of the patient by his posi- 
tive assurance; the other by his doubts 
makes negatory all his efforts. This 
is where charlatans of every stripe 
succeed. They may be destitute of 
learning or even common sense, but 
they have an abundant stock of assur- 
ance and positivism, and man in 
every phase of his existence possesses 
the traits to a degrae which we observe 
in an exaggerated form in the som- 
nambule. 

Osteopathy, like christian science 


and other one-method fads, is a ‘‘self 
limited delusion.” It will run _ its 
course by exhausting the material 
which is susceptible to its influence 
The close observer can perceive that 
it succeeds best in new fieJds and does 
not wear well. It has less perma- 
nency than christian science, from the 
fact that it does not appeal to the emo- 
tive facuities as directly, and hence 
less strongly, than that cult. Another 
cause that will hasten its downfall is 
the indiscriminate admiss'on of new 
practitioners. Of the hundreds which 
its schools are turning out, more than 
half are without the natural gifts and 
accomplishments which are indispens- 
able to the successful healer under any 
system, ani their failures will bring it 
into disrepute. Doctors, like Horace 
says of poets, are “Nacitur non fit.” 
You can no more take a young man 
with the instincts of a horse-jockey 
and educate him intc a successful phy- 
sician than you coujd into a sculptor, 
poet or painter. Statistics show that 
50 per cent. of the graduates of our 
medical colleges are failures, and drift 
off into other callings; and perhaps 20 
per cent. of those who stick remain 
stationary, never improving or even 
trying to improve on the methods 
of treating disease they adopted when 
they left college. They were with- 
out the “divine afilatus.”” They only 
saw in medicine, with their dis- 
torted and sordid vision, a means to 
get money and live like gentlemen; 
and osteopathy has more attraction for 
this class than regular medicine, and 
it is perfectly welcome to them.— Wis- 
consin Medical Recorder. 
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An Act for the Regulation of the Practice of Medicine and Surgery 
in the State of California, and for the Appointment of a Board 
of Medical Examiners in the Matter of said Regulation. 


The People of the State of California, 
represented in. Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: — 

Section 1. APPOINTMENT OF omen 
Quorum. There shall be a board con- 
sisting of nine members, which shall 
be known as the board of medical ex- 
aminers of the State of California. 
The members of said board shall be 
elected as follows: Five members 
thereof shall be elected by the Medi- 
cal Society of the State of California, 
two members thereof by the Califor nia 
State Homceopathic Medical Society, 
and two members thereof by the Ec- 
lectic Medical Society of the State of 
California. Said members shall be 
elected annually by said societies, re- 
spectively, according to such rules as 
each society may adopt for the elec- 
tion of the members to be elected by 
it, and the members so elected shall 
serve for one year, and until their suc- 
cessors shall have been elected and 
qualified. Each of said societies, re- 
spectively, may also elect alternates 
who shall fill such vacancies as may 
occur in its representation on the 
board. It shall require the affirma- 
tive vote of six members of said board 
to carry any motion or resolution, to 
adopt any rule, to pass any measure, 
or to authorize the issuance of any 
certificate to practice medicine and 
surgery as in this act provided. 

Sect. 2. Oarn. Each member of 
said board shall, before entering upon 


the duties of his office, take the consti- 
tutional oath of office, and shall, in ad- 
dition, make oath that he is a graduate 
in medicine and a legally qualified 
practitioner of medicine in this State. 

Sect. 3. 
Said board shall organize by electing 
from its number a president, vice-pres- 
ident, secretary and treasurer, who 
shall hold their respective positions 
during the pleasure of the board. 


Said board shall bold its regular meet-. 


ings in the city of San Francisco, on 
the first Tuesday of April, August and 
December of each year, for the consid- 
eration of applications for certificates, 
and for the transaction of such other 
business as may properly come before 
it, with power of adjournment from 
time to time until its business is in- 
cluded; provided, however, that exami- 
nations of applicants for certificates 
may, in the discretion of the board, be 
conducted in any part of the State de- 
signated by said board of examiners, 
under the supervision of anv one mem- 
ber of said board, upon written ques- 
tions previously prepared by said 
board; and when the examination is 
concluded, the questions submitted, to- 
gether with the answers and any other 
evidence or affidavits used or produced 
at said examination, shall be signed by 
said examiner and immediately re- 
turned to the board of «xaminers, who 


shall act upon said application for a 


certificate in the same manner as if the

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person had appeared personally before 
said board. Notice of each regular 
meeting of the board shall be given by 
publication twice a week, for each of 
the two weeks next preceding each 
meeting, in two daily papers published 
in the city of San Francisco, in one 
daily paper published in the city of 
Sacramento, and in one daily paper 
published in the city of Los Angeles. 
Special meetings of the board may be 
held at the call of the president, at 
such time and place as he shall direct, 
and the same notice therof shall be 
given as in the case of regular meet- 
ings. Said board shall procure a seil, 


and shall receive through its secretary 


applications for the certificate provided 
to be issued under this act. 

Sect. 4. Rures. Said board may 
from time to time adopt such rules as 


may be necessary to enable it to carry 


into effect the provisions of this act. 
Any member of said board may ad- 
minister oaths in ail matters pertain- 
ing to the duties of said board, and 
the board shall have the authority to 
take evidence as to any matter cog- 
nizable by it. 

Sect. 5. REQUIREMENTS, EXAMINATION, 
Freer, Every person before practicing 
medicine or surgery, or any of the de- 


partments of medicine or surgery in 


this*State, must have the certificate 
herein provided. In order to procure 
such certificate he must produce satis- 
factory testimonials of good moral 
character, and a diploma issued by 
some legally chartered medical school, 
the requirements of which medical 
school shall have been at the time of 
granting such diploma, in no particu- 


lar less than those prescribed by the 
Association of American Medical Col 
leges for that year; or he must pro- 
duce satisfactory evidence of having 
possessed such diploma, or a license 
from some legally constituted institu- 
tion which grants medical and surgical 
licenses only upon actual examination, 
or satisfactory evidence of having pos- 
sessed such license; and he must ac- 
company said diploma or license with 
an affidavit stating that he is the law- 
ful possessor of the same, that he is 
the person therein [named,] and that 
the diploma or license was piocured 
in the regular course, either of instruc- 
tion or examination, without fraud or 
misrepresentation of any kind. Such 
affidavit may be taken before any per- 
son au.horized to administer oaths, 
and the same shall be attested under 
the hund and official seal of such officer, 
if he have a seal. In addition to said 
affidavit, said board may hear such 
further evidence as, in its discretion, 
it may deem proper as to any of the 
matters embraced in said affidavit If 
it should appear from such evidence 
that said alltidavit is untrue in any par- 
ticular, or if it should appear that the 
applicant is not of good moral charac- 
ter, the application must be rejected. 
In uddition to the requirements 
above set forth, each applicant for a 
certificate must be personally examined 
by said board a3 to his qualifications 
to practice medicine and surgery. The 
examination shall be conducted in the 
English language, and shall be, in 
whole or in part, in writing, and shall 
be on the following subjects, to wit: 
Anatomy, physiology, bacteriology, 
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pathology, chemistry and toxicology, 
surgery, Obstetrics, materia medica 
and theraneutics, and theory and prac- 
tice of medicine. When the applicant 
applies for examination in materia 
medica and therapeutics, and theory 
and practice of medicine, he shall de- 
signate in what school of medicine he 
desires to practice, and only the mem- 
ber or members of the board who be- 
long to the school so designated shall 
participate in this part of the exami- 
nation. Examinations shall be practical 
in character, and designed to discover 
the applicant’s fitness to practice med- 
icine and surgery. 

Examinations in each subject shall 
consist of not less than ten questions, 
answers to which shall be marked upon 
a scale of one to ten. If an applicant 
fail in his first examination he may, 
after not less than six months, be re- 
examined. If he fail in a second ex- 


amination he shall not thereafter be 


entitled to another examination in less 
than one year after date of second ex- 
amination, and shall be required to 
pay for such examination the full fee. 
The examination papers shall form a 
part of the records of said board, and 
shall be kept on file by the secretary. 
In said examination the applicant shall 
be known and designated by number 
Only, and the name attached to the 
number shall be kept secret by the 
secretary until after the board has 
finally voted upon the application. 
The secretary of the board of medical 
examiners shall in no instance partici- 
pate, as an examiner, in any examina- 
tion held by the board; nor shall he be 
entitled to vote upon the question of 


granting any certificate to practice 
medicine and surgery. | 

Said board may, in its discretion, ac- 
cept and register, upon payment of the 
registration fee, and without examina- 
tion of the applicant, any certificate 
which shall have been issued to him by 
the medical examining board of the 
District of Columbia, or of any state 


or territory of the United States; pro- . 


vided, however, that the legal require- 
ments of such medical examining board 
shall have been, at the time of issuing 
such certificate, in no degree or par- 
ticular less than those of California at 
the time when such certificate shall be 
presented for registration to the board 
created by this act; and provided fur- 
ther, that the provisions in this para- 
graph contained shall be held to apply 
only to such of said medical] ex- 
amining boards as accept and regis- 
ter the certificates granted by this 
board without examinition by them of 
the ones holding such certificates. 
Each applicant, on making applica- 
tion, shall pay to the secretary of the 
board a fee of twenty (20) dollars, 
which shall be paid to the treasurer 
of said board by said secretary. 
Sercr. 6. CerrtiricatE. When any ap- 
plicant has shown himself to be pos- 
sessed of the qualifications herein re- 
quired, and has successfully passed 
the said examination, a certificate must 
be issued to him by said board, au- 
thorizing him to practice medicine 
and surgery in this state. Said cer- 
tificate shall be signed by the presi- 
dent and secretary of said boord, and 
sealed with the seal of the board. 
Szcr. 7. Recorp or PRocEEDINGS. 
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Said board shall keep an official rec- 
ord of all its proceedings, a part of 
which record shall consist of a regis- 
ter of all applicants for certificates 
under this act, with the result of each 
application Said record shall be evi- 
dence of aJjl the proceedings of said 
board which are set out therein. 
Sect. 8. Reaistration. Every per- 


. son holding a certificate authorizing 


him to practice medicine or surgery, 
or bcth, in this state, must have it 
recorded in the office of the county 
clerk of the county in which the holder 
of said certificate is practicing his 
profession, and the fact of such record- 
ing shall be endorsed on the certifi- 
cate by the county cierk recording 
the same. Every such person, on 
each change of residence, must have 
his certificate recorded in the county 
to which he shall have changed his res- 
idence. The absence of such record 
shall be prima facie evilence of the 
want of possession of such certificate. 
And any person holding a certificate 
who shall practice medicine or sur- 
gery, or attempt to practice medicine 
or surgery, without first having filed 
his certificate with the county clerk, as 
herein provided, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor and shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than twenty- 
five dollars nor more than one hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail for a period of not less 
than thirty days nor more than sixty 
days, or by both such fine and impris- 
onment. 

Sect. 9. The county clerk shall keep 
in a book, provided for the purpose, a 


complete list of the certificates record- 


ed by him, with the date of the record; 
anid said book shall be open to public 
inspection during his office hours. 
Sect. 10. Rerusat tro Grant 
CATE; ReEvocaTION OF CERTIFICATE; Un- 
PROFESSIONAL Conpuct. Said board must 
refuse a certificate to any applicant 
guilty of unprofessional conduct; but 
before such refusal the applicant must 
be cited by citation, signed by the sec- 
retary of the board, and sealed with its 
seal. No such citation shall be issued 
except upon a sworn complaint filed 
with the secretary of the board, charg- 
ing the appiicant with having been 


guilty of unprofessional conduct, and 


setting forth the particular acts con- 
stituting such unprofessional conduct. 
On ths filing of such complaint the 
secretary must forthwith issue a cita- 
tion, and make the same returnable at 
the next regular session of said board, 
occurring at least thirty days next 
after filing the complaint. Stch cita- 
ticn shall notify the applicant of the 
time and place, when and where the 
matter of said unprofessional conduct 
shall be heard, the particular unpro- 
fessional conduct with which the ap- 
plicant is charged, and that the appli- 
cant shall file his written answer, 
under oath, within twenty days next 
after the service on him of said cita- 
tion, or default will be taken against 
him, and his application for a certifi- 
cate refused. The attendance of wit- 
nesses at such hearing shall be com- 
pelled by subpoenas issued by the 


secretary of the board, under its seal; 


and said secretary shall in no case re- 
fuse to issue any such subpoena, upon 
a fee of twenty cents being paid him 
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for each subpcena. Said citation and 
said subpoenas shall be served in ac- 
cordance with the statutes of this state 
then in force as to the service of cita- 
tions and subpoenas generally, and alli 
the provisions of the statutes of this 
state then in force relating to sub- 
poenas are hereby made applicable to 
the subpcenas provided for herein. 
If any person refuse to obey a sub- 
pona served upon him in accordance 
with the statutes of this state then in 
force providing for the manner of serv- 
ing subpoenas, the fact of such refusal 
shall be certified by the secretary of 
said board, under the seal thereof, to 
the superior court of the county in 
which the service was had, and said 
court shall thereupon proceed to hear 
said matter, in accordance with the 


statutes of this state then in force as 


to contempts for disobedience of pro- 
cess of the court; and should said 
court find that the subpoena had been 
legally served, and that the party so 
served had wilfully disobeyed the 
same, it shal) proceed to impose such 
penalty as provided in cases of con- 
tempt of court. In all cases of alleged 
unprofessional conduct arising under 
this act, depositions of witnesses may 
be taken, the same as in civil cases, 
and all the provisions of the statutes 
of this state then in force as to the 


taking of depositions are hereby made | 


applicable to the taking of depositions 
under this act. If the applicant shall 
fail to file with the secretary of said 
board his answer, under oath, to the 

charges made against him, within 
twenty days after service on him of 
said citation, or within such further 


time as the board may give him, and 
the charges on their face be deemed 
sufficient by the board, default shall 
be entered against him, and his appli- 
cation refused. If the charges on 
their face be deemed sufficient by the 
board, and issue be joined thereon by 
answer, the board shall proceed to de- 
termine the matter and to that end 


shall hear such evidence as may be ad- 


duced hefore it; and if it appear to the 
satisfaction of the board that the ap- 
plicant is guilty as charged, no certifi- 
cate shall be issued to him. No cer- 
tificate shall be refused on the ground 
of unprofessional conduct unless the 
applicant has been guilty of such con- 
duct subsequently to the passage of this 
act, and unless he has been guilty of 
such conduct within two years next 
preceding his application. Whenever 
any holder of the certificate herein 
provided for is guilty of unprofessicnal 
conduct, as the same as defined in this 
act, and the said unprofessional con- 
duct has been brought to the attention 
of the board granting said certificate, 
in the manner hereinafter pointed out, 
it shall be their duty to, and they 
must, revoke the same at once, and the 
holder of said certificate shall not 


thereafter be permitted to practice 
medicine and surgery, or any of the 


departments of medicine or surgery, in 
this state. But no such revocation 
shall be made unless said holder is 
cited to appear, and the same proceed- 
ings are had as is herein provided for 
in this section in case of refusal to 
issue certificate. The accused party, 
at the time he presents his answer for 
filing, shall deposit with the secretary 
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his certificate, and unless he do so, the 
secretary must not file his answer, and 
default shall be thereupon entered 
against him, and his certificate revoked 
if the charges on their face be deemed 
sufficient by the board. When the 
certificate is revoked, the secretary 
of the board, if said certificate has 
been deposited with him, shall write 
across the face thereof, in red ink, the 
fact of such revocation, and shall file 
said certificate, so revoked, among the 


‘archives of his office, and shall also 


certify the fact of such revocation, 
under the seal of the board, to the 
county clerk of the vounties in which 
the certificate of the person whose cer- 
tificate has been revoked is recorded: 
and said clerk must thereupon write 
upon the margin or across the face of 
his register of the certificate of such 
person, the following: 

“This certificate was revoked on 
the day of ; giving the 
day, month and year of said revoca- 
tion, in accordance with said certitica- 
tion to him by said secretary. The 
reccrd of such revocation so made by 
said county clerk shall be prima facie 
evidence of the fact thereof, and of the 
regularity of all the proceedings of 
said board in the matter of said revo- 
cation. If said board shall decide 
against revocation, the certificate shall 
be returned to the holder thereof. No 
certificate shall be revoked for unpro- 
fessional conduct unless the accused 
has been guilty thereof subsequently 
to the passage of this act, and unless 
he has been guilty thereof within two 
years next preceding the time of filing 
the complaint charging him with such 


unprofessional conduct. From the time 
of the revocation of a certificate the 
holder thereof shall be disqualified 
from practicing medicine or surgery 
in this state. 

The words “unprofessional conduct,’ 
as used in this act, are hereby declared 
to mean: 

First—The precuring or aiding or 
abetting in procuring a criminal abor- 
tion. 

Second—tThe obtaining of any fee on 
the assurance that a manifestly incur- 
able disease can be permanently cured 

Third—The willfully betraying a 
professional secret. 

Fourth—aAll advertising of medical 
business in which grossly improbable 
statements are made, : 

Fifth—All advertising of any medi- 
cines, or of any means, whereby the 
monthly periods of women can be reg- 
ulated, or the menses re-established if 
suppressed. 

Sixth—Conviction of any offense in- 
volving moral turpitude. 

Seventh—Habitual intemperance. 

Srct.11. ExprenpiTures oF THE Boarp. 
Said board shall have the power to 
employ legal counsel and clerical as- 
sistance, and to fix the salaries of the 
same, and to incur such other expenses 
as may be deemed necessary to carry 
into effect the provisions of this act. 


It shall also fix the salary of the secre- 


tary, not to exceed the sum of twenty- 
four hundred dollars per annum, and 
the sum to be paid to other members 
of said board, not to exceed ten dollars

than one hundred dollars nor more than 
five hundred dollars, or by imprison- 
ment for a term of not less than sixty 


days, nor more than one hundred and — 


eighty days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. In each such convic- 
tion one half of the fine shall be paid, 
when paid, to the prosecuting witness, 
or witnesses, and the other half shall 
be paid into the school fund of the 
city and county, in which such convic- 
tion is had.

gery in this state, except the person so 
acting «wand doing shall have been 
elected a member of said board of 
medical examiners as in this act pro- 
vided, shall be guilty of a misdemea- 
nor and shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than one hundred dollars, nor 
more than five hundred dollars, or by 
imprisonment in the county juil for a 
term of not less than sixty nor more 
than one hundred and eighty days, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sect. 15. Previous ReaisTrarion. 
Any person who holds a certificate 
from one of the boards of examiners 
heretofore existing under the pro- 
visions of “An act to regulate the 
practice of medicine in the State of 
Califurnia,’ approved April third, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six, or 
an act supplemental and amendatory 
to said act, which became a law April 
first, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
eight, shall be entitled to practice 
medicine and surgery in this state, the 
same as if it had been issued under 
this act; but all such certificates may 
be revoked for unprofessional conduct, 
in the same manner and upon the same 
grounds as if they had been issued 
under this act. | 

Secor. 16. Derrinrtion. The follow- 
ing persons shall be deemed as prac- 
ticing medicine or surgery within the 
meaning of this act: 

1. Those who profess to be or to hold 
themselves out as being, engaged as 
doctors, physicians or surgeons in the 
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treatment of disease, injury, or defor- 
mity of human beings. 

2. Those who, for pecuniary or val- 
uable consideration, shall prescribe 
medicine, magnetism, or electricity, in 
the treatment of disease, injury, or de- 
formity of human beings. 

3. Those who, for pecuniary or val- 
uable consideration, shal] employ sur- 
gical or medical means or appliances 
for the treatment of disease, injury, or 
deformity of human beings, except 


dealers in surgical, dental and optical 


appliances. 

4, [Those who, for a pecuniary or 
valuable consideration, prescribe or 
use any drug or medicine, appliance, 
or medical or surgical treatment, or 
perform any operation for the relief or 
cure of any bodily injury or disease. | 

The doing of any of the acts in this 
section mentioned shall be taken to be 
prima facie evidence of an intent on 
the part of the person doing any of 
said acts to represent himself as en- 
gaged in the practice of medicine or 
surgery, or both; but nothing in this 
act shall be so construed as to inhibit 
service in the case of emergency, or 
the domestic administration of family 
remedies; nor shall this act apply to 
any commissioned medical officer in 
the United States army, navy or ma- 
rine hospital service, in the discharge 
of his professional duties, nor to any 
legally qualified dentist when engaged 


exclusively in the practice of dentistry, 
nor to any physician or surgeon from 
another state or territory, when in ac- 
tual consultation with a legal prac- 
titioner of this state, if such physician 
or surgeon is, at the time of sucn con- 
sultation, a legal practitioner of medi- 
cine or surgery in the state or territory 
in which he resides; nor to any phy- 
sicilan or surgeon residing on the bor- 
der of a neighboring state and duly 
autdorized under the laws thereof to 
practice medicine or surgery therein. 
whose practice extends within the lim- 
its of this state; provided, that such 
practitioner shall not open an office or 
appoint a place to meet patients or 
receive calls within the limits of this 
state. 

Seot.{17.' An act entitled 
“An act to regulate the practice of 
medicine in the State of California,” 
approved April third, eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-six; and an act en- 
titled “An act supplemental to and 
amendatory of an act entitled an ‘Act 
to regulate the practice of medicine in 
the State of California,’ April third, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six,’’ 
which became a law April first, eight-.

acts, and parts of acts, in conflict with 
this act, are hereby repealed.

Concerning the Operative Treatmezt of 
Abdominal Hernia Secondary 
to Laparatomy. 


Dr. B. N; Orloff says: The method 
of suturing. the abdominal wound 
after laparotomy is a matter of dis- 
pute, and the question is of consid- 
erable importance on account of the 
frequency with which hernize appear 
after the operation. 

In the writer's clinic the wound is 
always sutured with silk, and the 
sutures are rendered aseptic by a very 
elabora‘e process We notice that he 
advocates the use of sponges in pref- 
erence to gauze pads, because the 
former are softer and absorb fluids 
better. As a rule, only one tier of 
sutures is used in closing the wound, 
except in patients who have a great 
deal of adipose tissue and_ thick 
muscles. In such cases, two tiers of 
sutures are applied, the first to the 
peritonzum and the aponeurosis, the 
other to the remaining layers of the 
abdominal wall. In rare cases the 
upper layer is of catgut; as a rule, 
both are of silk. Special care is taken 
to include the aponeurosis in every 
suture. The sutures are not removed 
until the twelfth day, and not then if 
there is any cough. 

The causes of hernia in laparotomy 


are, in the opinion of the author: Sup- 


puration of the sutures; the presence 


of fistulous tracts; early removal of 
sutures, especially if there is cough; 
early discharge from the hospital and 
resumption of heavy work, and ab- 
sence of any precautions on the part 
of the patient such as the wearing of 
a proper belt. The author reports 
five cases in which he performed oper- 
ations for hernia following laparotomy. 
The method of operating was, briefiy, 
as follows: 

1. An incision along the line of the 
scar in the median line of the ab- 
domen. 

2. Careful opening of the perito- 
num, without injuring the intestines 
or the omentum, which are often found 
adherent te the hernial sac. | 

8. Separation of the intestines and 
the omentum from the adhesions; 
sometimes also a resection of a portion 
of the omentum if the latter is very 
greatly altered. 

4. Denudation of the edges of the 
wound, and separation of the muscles 
from the other layers of the abdomi- 
nal wail. 

5. Closure of the wound with two 
or three layers of sutures. 

In one case three layers were used, 
the first and second being of catgut 
and continuous, the third of silk and 
interrupted. ‘The first layer included 


the peritonzeum; the second, the mus- 
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cles and the aponeurosis, and the re- 
maining layers included the skin, Jn 
three cases there were two layers of 
interrupted silk sutures, and in one 
case one of the layers consisted of 
continuous silk sutures, the other of 
interrupted. The author prefere silk 
as a material that can be most 
thoroughly sterilized. A single tier 
of sutures is to be preferred to the 
double and triple tier, because in the 
former there is less damage to the tis- 
sues and less liability to infection. 
But in applying the single row of 
sutures we must be careful not to 
leave any pockets and to adapt the 
surfaces to each other very accu- 
rately. If more tban one row is re- 


quired, the deeper ones should be 


interrupted sutures; the upper ones 
may be continuous. | 


Surgical Hints. 


No operation about the mouth, such 


as removal of the tongue, or about any 
of the orifices of the body, ought to be 
undertaken without previous methodi- 
cal disinfection continued for several 
days. 


Never place a suspicious wound in a 
dry dressing. The latter is the best 
in an aseptic wound, but you must be 
sure that it is an aseptic before using 
a dressing that would help retain an 
unhealthy secretion in case one should 
appear. 


Surgical needles will remain bright 
and sherp if kept in a saturated solu- 
tion of washing soda. If rusty, they 
should be well rubbed until bright 


with emery powder, then washed off 
with alcohol anlJ placed in the soda 
solution. 


A medical contemporary says that 
while antiseptic soaps have a distinct 
value in surgical operations, their anti- 
septic strength, when diluted with 
water, is always comparatively trivial. 
The most antiseptic soap that can be 
made is the alcoholic tincture, 


Amputation of the cervix may be 


useful in certain conditions, but cer- 


tainly not in cancer. In this disease 
it is unjustifiable, for it does not re- 
move the disease and it does not 
hasten the general involvement, and 
an imperfect operation for cancer ig a 
blot upon surgery. 


In children and very nervous pa- 
tients it is always best to operate in 
the morning, as this avoids weakness 
from hunger and the effects of a long 
and nervous wait. Besides, if these 
patients have taken anything but 
whey or some other predigested food 
in the morning, the digestion will, 
through fear, have been quite sus- 
pended, and vomiting will certainly 
take place. 

It is well to remember that it is 
practically impossible to asepticize 
hair. Hence operations or the treat- 
ment of wounds upon the hairy parts, 
and especially the scalp, should be 
preceded by the shaving of an ample 
area. Patients often object to the re- 


moval of much hair from the scalp, 
but a little talk about the dangers of 
gangrene of this part will usually 
ovarcome their objection.—ZJnt. Jour.

Gonorrhoeal Rheumatism Treated by 
Electricity. 


The following isa clinical lecture on 
a case treated by H.C. Bennett, M. D., 
M. H., at the National College of Elec- 
tro-Therapeutics : 

Patient, A. B., American, miller, 
aged 23, temperate in habits and 
family history good. Came in Sep- 
tember, 1900, with history to the fol- 
lowing effect: 

In October, 1899, eleven months 
ago, contracted gonorrhoea, which 
continued for five months. He used 
no injection, but took internal reme- 
dies. In February, 1900, began to be 
troubled with rheumatism in right 
foot and left hand. It continued in 
_ the hand for about six weeks, affecting 
the middle finger joints only; then it 
seemed to leave the hand and locate 
in the left foot, and it had been in 
both feet ever since. Part of the time, 
for several days at a time, he was un- 
able to walk at all, and most of the 
time was compelled to use a cane. 
During the time he had taken medi- 
cines from four good physicians, but 
without any benefit whatever. Pains 
continual, but much worse at night. 
Feet swollen so as to be unable to 
wear shoes. _Had to quit work April 
Ist, since which time has been unable 
to be on his feet. Much discouraged. 


Examination showed much swelling 
and tenderness, with redness and heat 
in both feet and ankles, especially in 
the heels. Headache, anorexia, mas 
laise, constipation, bad taste, coated 
tongue, biliousness. The diagnosis— 
chronic gonorrheal rbeumatism. 
Treatment : September 3d gave a 
special liver tablet, two to be taken 
the first night and one every night for 
five nights, and an anodyne tablet, one 
every four hours the first six days. 
Treatments given on the 3d, 4th, 5th, 
7th, 8th, 10th, 11th, 12th, 13th and 
14th, ten treatments in all, in twelve 
days, when the patient was so much 
better that he stopped coming for 
treatment and returned to his home 
in another town. The electrical treat- 


ment consisted of constant galvanism, | 


positive to zine foot plate covered with 
wet towel, on which both bare feet 
were placed, negative to both hands, 
with ordinary three-inch sponge elec- 
trodes and a bifurcated cord, current 
strength Ma. for fifteen minutes, grad- 
ually increasing and decreasing the 
current the first and last minutes. On 
the 5th, 7th and 8th I gave this treat- 
meni for thirty-five minutes, and on 
the 10th for forty minutes, the other 
days only for fifteen minutes each. 

I followed the galvanism with static 
insulation and breeze, varied with 
short sparks from the small metal 
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ball, aud roller electrodes to the parts 
affected. and also gave about five min- 
utes of the potential variation treat- 
ment, which is given as follows: Place 
patient on insulated platform with 
bare feet on brass foot plate, foot plate 
connected to positive prime pole of 
static machine. Negative to crown 
about four feet’ above patient's head. 
Prime sliding rods in contact, jars re- 
moved. Start machine, and when 
going about 200 revolutions a minute 
gradually separate sliding rods in con- 
tact till patient feels thrill in feet, 
distinctly but not painfully. Continue 
for five minutes, then slide the rods 
together, lift feet from plate, separate 
rods widely, and wind up with over- 
head negative shower and static posi- 
tive insulation. This takes about fif- 
teen or twenty minutes. 

At first he could only stand the 
surging caused by a spark gap of half 
an inch, but as the treatment pro- 
gressed, first the paiu, then the swell- 
iny, and then the soreness disap- 
peared, so that he could wear his shoes 
laced and walk witb ease, and the pe- 
riod of entire velief which followed 
the treatment immediately after ‘the 
first treatment increased from one 
hour to all day, and his tolerance of 
the surging or potential variation in- 
creased from a half inch rapid spark 
up to a ten inch slow spark, between 


sliding rods, without any discomfort, 


and he could feel the thrill up to his 
knees. He improved, and knew it 
from the first day. 

Compare results: Medical treatment, 


and getting worse for seven months; 
electrical treatment, and rapid im- 


provement and relief in twelve days. 
Very little medicine given the first 
six days, and none at all the next six 
days. The medicine given was only 
corrective and palliative, and was not 
intended to be curative. The elec- 
tricity did it, not drugs or suggestion, 
although both were helpful. 

I have gone into the details of the 
technique of treatment, as that is 
practical and very important. There 
is aright and awrong way. I want 
to teach only the right way, so that 
you can succeed where others may 
ignorantly fail. 

i use tbe current generated by a 
Birtman-Toepler-Holtz machine with 
twenty-four plates. turned by a Victor 
one-fourth H. P. motor at about 200 
revolutions per minute. How it does 
it no one knows, but that we can get 
results and secure sympto :atic cures 
by means of this potential variation 
or surging treatment in the most ob- 
stinate cases, and in some of the so- 
called incurable diseases such as dia- 
betes and Bright's disease, is no longer 
a hope, but an established fact. This 
treatment seems to set in vibration 
the atoms of the tissues, causing a 
loosening of the hold of the abr ormal, 
and permitting a rearrangement in 
their normal relations and at least ap- 
proximating to that of former health. 


IpiopatHic J. 1. Hale 
uses electricity in the simple cases of 
idiopathic goiter. He saturates the 
positive electrode with compound tinc- 
ture of iodine, using a current of ten 
milliamperes, and a few applications 
cause rapid reduction of the goiter.

Aseptic Minor Gynaecology. 


Dr. Augustin H. Goelet, Professor 
of Gynecology in the New York School 
of Clinical Medicine, New York City, 
presented the following paper on 


Aseptic Minor Gynecology to the sec- 


tion on Obstetrics and Diseases of 
Women at the fifty-first annual meet- 
ing of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, held at Atlantic City, N.J., June, 
1900 : 

It is my purpose to submit to my 
colleagues, both in gynecological and 
general practice, some of the fruits of 
my observations and to suggest some 
improvements in technique, the out- 


come of personal experience, which 


will, f hope, prove useful. Progres- 
sive men are ever ready to improve 
their methods, hence suggestions are 
always acceptable. We may learn 
something from each other; some de- 
tail that one may lose sight of may be 
suggested by another’s methods. The 
general practitioner often does excel- 
lent work in our line, and we may 
gain sume points from him. 

I shall hope, therefore, to have a 
full discussion of the subject from 
that side of the house also. 

It is easy enough to be clean in 
every-day gynecological work. It is 
either a matter of taste or habit. Yet 
you know very well cleanliness is one 


of those good habits for which some 
never acquire a taste: One who is 
clean as a matter of taste is more to be 
trusted than one who is obliged to ac- 
quire tt as a habit. Like all good 
habits, it is hard to acquire, and is 
then seldom proficient. To be strictly, 
surgically clean, one must be naturally 
so inclined. An acquired habit is not 
often unfailing unless it is, perhaps, a 
bad habit. 

Would you permit a man with ha- 
bitually dirty finger-nails, or who is 
careless about his linen, to examine a 
member of your own family? I 
should not, if he was the most dis- 
tinguished gynecologist in the land. 
If it was unavoidable, I should want 
him to wear rubber gloves, though he 
washed his hands, and I should want 
to furnish the gloves, fearing if he 
used his own he would bring them 
wrapped up in his handkerchief. 

Nowhere is cleanliness more impor- 
tant than in every-day gynecological 
work, both for the protection of the 
patient and the physician himself. Pa- 
tients have been infected not unfre- 
quently by a failure of proper aseptic 
precaution, as we all know. Physicians 


have been infected while examining 


patients, when they have not taken 
proper precautions. The genito-uri- 
nary specialist runs less risk than the 
gynecologist, because the necessity 
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for precaution is constantly before 
him to suggest it. Let not the phy- 
sician think he will offend his patient 
by methods to obtain asepsis in simple 
gynecological examinations. On the 
contrary, it pleases her to see that she 
is taking no risk of contamination be- 
cause the physician is taking none 
himself. 

As evidence of the imperfect at- 
tempt at asepsis in some instances I 
will cite one or two incidents. I have 
seen men prepare for abdominal oper- 
ations, and after scrubbing and disin- 
fecting their hands, run their hand 
down in their pocket, pull out a pen- 
knife and clean their finger-nails, then 
put on a sterile gown and proceed to 
Operate. With these men cleanliness 
is not a matter of taste. An attempt 
has been made to acquire it. I know 
men who make a great fuss about 
asepsis, and in their preparation for 
an operation they remind you very 
much of a slow horse that is making 
a great effort to get over the ground, 
and the casual observer would think 
he was making good time, but really 
he is slow, very slow. Such men are 
dirty, really very dirty. I have often 
overheard nurses criticise their meth- 
ods because they could see that with 


all their fussing they failed in this 


matter of asepsis. 

The importance of cleanliness in 
every-day gynecological work cannot 
be over-estimated. It always reverts 
to the benefit of the physician, as well 
as to the patient, and inspires confi- 
dence. If the patient sees that her 
attendant is particular for himself as 
well as for her, she may feel safe. 


Those who are themselves clean and 
particular will certainly be favorably 
impressed, and those who are nut may 
profit by it as a suggestion. It is just 
as easy to be clean in routine office- 
work, and it requires no more energy 
than to be unclean. Everything 
should be done in an orderly and 
methodical manner and everything 
about should bear the mark of pre- 
cision. Careless, slipshod and untidy 
methods actually consume more time, 
because details are not carried out in 
their proper order; many require re- 
petition, and one may interfere with 
the other. | 
Arrangement of the Examining Table. 
The examining table should be ar- 
ranged ready for -use, with a fresh, 
clean, white cover, and pillow with 
clean case. A fresh, clean napkin 
should be spread over the pillow for 
every patient. This should be removed 
and replaced bya fresh one in her 
presence after she leaves the table. A 
clean sheet, neatly folded, should be in 
readiness to cover the patient. At the 
foot of the table there should be 
placed « clinical air-cushion, prefer- 
ably the one made for me by the Da- 
vidson Rubber Company. It has the 
following advantages: It is only twelve 
inches deep, which permits it to be 
used on the table for office examina- 
tion, when the patient’s clothing is not 
loosened about the waist, since the 
cross-bar of the air-cushion is below 
the waist line, when it is adjusted in 
proper position; the downward curve 
of the cross-bar is useful for the same 
reason; it is only fifteen inches across 
the widest part, so that the buttocks 
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rest on, instead of between, the arms 
of the cushion; the stiffening between 
the lower ends of the lateral arms of 
the cushion prevent it and the flap 
from being wrinkled up; the strap is 
to fasten it in position on the table so 
that it will not slip around, or it may 
be utilized for strapping the cushion to 
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the patient for cperative work. A pad 
should be used to protect the table 
from getting wet. Over this may be 
spread for each patient a fresh square 
of white rubber sheeting. After being 
used, these squares are washed and 
sterilized.

Some Notes on Office Routine Work. 


Iilumination.—Some advantages may 
be urged in favor of each, daylight, 
electricity and gas, and each has dis- 
advantages. Daylight is often not 
convenient, and is always variable. 
In using the electric light, a frosted 
bulb is necessary to eliminate the line- 
like images of the filament. This les- 
sens the illumination materially. 

The electric and argand light alike 
give ared colorto all mucous mem- 
branes, making it very difficult to de- 
tect slight changes and areas of great- 
est intensity of inflammation. Electric 
head-lights are rather cumbersome, 
not readily portable, and prone to fail 
one at inopportune moments. In. office 
work I have found the Welsbach light 
covered by a mica chimney (unbreak- 
able), and over this a fenestrated as- 
bestos chimney cover, to give the 
advantages of intense illumination and 
light which closest resembles daylight. 


It is a very hot light, but it is not 
very readily affected by the breeze of 
an electric fan, provided this does not 
blow directly on the light. It is by 
far the most serviceable light in my 


experience. 


In hospital and bedside work I pre- 
fer a frosted electric lamp attached to 
along wire with plug. Most houses 
and all institutions are fitted with elec- 
tricity, and this apparatus is easily 
carried in the satchel and can be used 
with the patient in any position and in 
bed, cannot be upset, and is not objec- 
tionable when ether has to ke admin- 
istered. 

The mirror mounted on a head band 
has the advantages of absolute porta- 
bility in and out of the office, and I 
therefore prefer it to the fixed “laryn- 
goscopes.” 

Applicators.—It is astonishing what 
unsatisfactory applicators are put on 
the market. For nasal work I prefer 


one with a short (one inch) octagon 
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metal handle, a heavy wire, with the 
“business end” either ground triangu- 
lar or deeply grooved. longitudinally. 
These forms catch the cotton readily, 
hold it pretty firmly, yet permit of its 
being pulled off with sufficient ease. 
The ones with deep grooves are by far 
the best. The short handle gives a 
much more delicate touch than the 
long ones. 

For post-nasal use I have an alu- 
minum uterine probe cut off, turned 
up, and the turned up part filed to a 
triangular shape. 

For laryngeal use the cotton-carry- 
ing end had best be irregularly rough- 
ened, made spiral or perforated, as 
Lenox Browne suggests, for threading 
on a cotton tuft. These forms pre- 
vent the cotton from being pulled off, 
@ serious accident in the larynx, 
though less so in the nose, ear or naso- 
pharynx. 

The cotton, after use, must be burnt 
off from the laryngeal applicator. For 
use in the ear my choice is for a much 
shorter applicator than is in general 
use. The wire is but two inches long, 
the handle one inch, as for nasal use, 
the distal inch of the wirein both 
cases being grooved for holding the 
cotton. Especially for aural use the 
cotton tuft should project well beyond 
the end of the wire to avoid accidental 
injury to the drum. 

Instruments. — Instruments, except 
those in daily use, are conveniently 
kept in cases provided with glass 
shelves. Many instruments are packed 
in the small wooden boxes used for 
sending spectacles in the mail, the 
boxes being labeled on the ends and 


packed in tiers, They are thus easy 
to get at and fully protected from the 
dust, 

Cocaine.—A morbid fear of contrib- 
uting in some degree to the formation 
of the cocaine habit in some individual] 
has led me to keep the cocaine solu- 
tion on my treatment table in an un- 
labeled bottle. 

The curiously inclined have thus no 
way of seeing what the drugis. As 
this is the only unlabeled bottle on the 
tuble, there is no danger of confusing 
it with anything else, and if any med- 
dlegome individual wants to sample it, 
it is his lookout and not mine. 

Antisepsis.—Besides cleansing my 
specuJa and treatment instruments by 
boiling and washing, they are given a 
bath in a bowl of formalin before each 
use. This bow] is on the table and I 
frequent)y tell patients what it is and 
why I use it, since it does no harm to 
let them know that these precautions | 
are constantly taken against communi- 
cating disease, and it may serve to re- 
move suspicion from you in case one 
your patients should acquire (else- 
where) a chancre of the lip or some 
such lesion. The real avoidance of 
such a crime is of course the potent 
reason for these and similar precau- 
tionary measures. 

Napkins.—Aftes trying various mate- 
rials, I have had J. Elwood Lee & Co. 
make the gauze napkins, eight inches 
square, of two thicknesses of gauze, 
and hemmed to prevent the lint ad- 
hering to the clothing. The expense 
is more than compensated for by the 
pleasure you and your patients derive. 
—Dr. E. C. Ellett, in The Laryngoscope.

Treatment of Morphinism. 


Dr. Paul Cook, in the 
Clinique for January, reports the fol- 
lowing Case: 


A woman, aged forty one, had been. 


using morphine, hypodermically, for 
about ten years. She became emaci. 
ated and jaundiced, and was compelled 
to have a nurse tu attend to her con- 
stantly. The liver was about twice 
the normal size; the urine was scant, 
high-colored, and contained both bile 
and albumen. She had tonic spasms 
almost daily, which would last some- 
times as long as forty minutes, the pa- 
tient being so rigid that it wonld be 
impossible to flex her limbs at all. 
Shortly after becoming addicted to 
the morphine habit she had ceased to 
menstruate. 

After trying many doctors, the au- 
thor was called in, and he gave the 
following treatment: 

Four minims of Fowler’s solution in 
a drachm of tincture of gentian, after 
meals; strichnine nitrate in 1-30 grn. 


doses, three times a day; melachol 


(which is a concentrated solution of 
sodium phosphate, each fluid drachm 
of which represents 85 grn. of the 
chemical), 1 oz, before breakfast, in ‘a 
tumbler of hot water; and gold and 
sodium chloride, 1-8 grn. doses, in a 
teaspoonful of tincture of avena sativa, 
every three hours, 

The morphine was not discontinued 
at once, but gradually, in the follow- 
ing manner. 
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The patient claimed she had been 
taking 50 grn. of morphine per day, 
hypodermically: the author gave her 
380 grn. the first day, by mouth, but 
was compelled to give 5 grn. more at 
night; the second day she was given 
15 grn; the third, 5; the fourth, 2, 
the fifth, 4 grp., with an additional 


grn. at night. 


She was also given sodium bromide 
during this time. The genera) treat- 
ment was gradually reduced to gold 
and sodium echloride, three times a 
day, melachol before meals, and so- 
dium bromide, 10 to 20 grn, every 
night. 

At no time after the first day did 
the patient crave for morphine, she 
only complained of nervousness, and 
that was easily controlled by sodium 
bromide. The first few days she was 
extremely weak, but sbe slept well and 
took pleuty of food. At the end ofa 
month of treatment the patient had 
gained much flesh and strength, the 
jaundice was gone, and the skin and 
conjunctiva became quite clear. Two 
months after ber menses returned; she 
seemed healthy, and her weight in- 
creased from 86 pounds at the com- 
mencement of the treatment to 138 
pounds. Her liver was still consider- 
ably enlarged, but seemed to cause 
her no inconvenience. A year later, 
when seen by the author, she was in 
good health. 

The author has treated about 20 
cases of morphinomania. 19 of them 
successfully; some he treated with, 
some without, melachol, but he now 
considers the latter an essential ingre- 
dient in the successful treatment of 
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the morphine habit, on acconnt of a 
stimulating effect on the glandular 
s:stem, which it seems to possess in a 
positive degree. 


Treatment of Hemorrhage in Phthisis. 


No matter what the origin or source 
of the hemorrhage, the text-books 
generally recommend ergot by the 
mouth or ergotin hypodermically, with 
the sole and certain result of a dis- 
turbance of digestion or a possible 
abscess. Ar to any direct or indirect 
influence on the hemorrhagic site, 
there is nothing to be said. Pharma- 
cological experiments have long since 
taught us that the physiological effect 
of ergotin on the lung consists merely 
in contracting the blood vessels, and 
where this occurs there is also danger 
of increased blood pressure and gan- 
grene. 

Because ergot checks atonic bleed- 
ing from the uterus through its oxy- 
toxic properties, should it also be ap- 
plicable to pulmonary hemorrhage ? 
For years I have used no other treat- 
ment in hemorrhage than psychical 
quieting of the patient, 1est in bed 
and palliatives for an irritative cough; 
finally, when the heart is weak and 
rapid, digitalis, and, at critical times, 
ligature of the extremities and subcu- 
taneous salt infusions. 

It is not my custom to keep the pa- 
tient for days er weeks on cold and 
liquid nourishment. What possible 
styptic influence on a bleeding lung 
can cold drinks and ice in the stomach 
exert, or hew can lukewarm food in- 
crease blood pressure more than cold ? 
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Liquid nourishment is used to spare 
the patient the necessity of sitting up 
and chewing. The sucking of ice is 
help‘ul in irritation of the throat. Ice 
bladders on the lungs have only an 
immobilizing effect, and are better ap- 
plied over the heart itself. Asa means 
of subduing couyh, where a quick re- 
sult is desirable, morphia hypoder- 
mically holds a sovereign place. Co- 
dein is to be preferred for continued 
use, beginning with 4-5 cgm. doses, 
bet only against coughs which are 
purely irritative and disturb the rest 
at night.—Dr. Edward M. Scheffer, in 
Maryland Med. Jour. 


The Internal Administration of Supra- 
renal Gland, 


Dr. W. H. Bates, of New York, in 
the /niernational Medical Magazine for 
December, comments on renal gland 
given internally. 

He remarks that the gland should 
be chewed in the mouth, in order that 
it may be absorbed before it reaches 
the stomach. By this means it enters 
the system very rapidly. In several 
cases of exophthalmic goitre it has 
been of decided value. The dose is 
gr. v. three times aday. The exoph- 
thalmos, rapid pulse and mucous 
symptoms were greatly benefited after 
treatment for some months. 

In acute bronchitis, gr. iii, were 
placed on the patient’s tongue and 
slowly. swallowed. This dose was 
given every two hours. The cough, 
expectoration and rales were lessened 
at once. In a few minutes the tight- 
ness, pulsation and dryness in the 
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throat disappeared. In cases of bron- 
chial asthma, where there is much con- 
gestion of the mucous membrane, 
relief often comes in five minutes. In 
congestion of the lungs the relief to 
the congestion, the cough, the rales, 
the dyspnea, expectoration and dull- 
ness is very prompt. There is nothing 
known like it. In hemoptysis it has 
been found of much value. The gland 
should be chewed. The hemorrhage 
is speedily stopped. In heart disease 
a gross of gr. v. is a powerful stimu- 
lant. The weak heart action becomes 
stronger, a high tension pulse beccmes 
softer, and an irreguiar pulse is very 
much steadier. When the gland is 
chewed and slowly swallowed without 
water, it enters the system quickly and 
acts directly on the heart muscle, and 
not through the nervous system. It 
does not appear to produce any effect 
when the pulse is normal. In aneu- 
rism, along with potassium icdide, 
cures of this disease have been effected 
in a short time. In ten minutes after 
a dose of the suprarenal gland, the 
swelling of aneurism has been noted 
to become greatly reduced. 


How to Give a Hypodermic Injection. 


This is @ simple procedure, which, 
however, may be the making or un- 
making of the doctor. It is so com- 
mon to give it the wrong way, the 
most painful way, as much so, nearly, 
as it is not te feel the stab of the 
needle if one is not receiving it. The 


wrong way is to pinch up a fold of 
skin in the tenderest part of the upper 
limb, the anterior forearm, and then 
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slowly push the needle through shoul- 
derwards with as much deliberation as 
if it was intended to make it steal to 
its designation without cognition by 
the involved nerves. We never see it 
done this way without imagining part 
of the unnecessary pain it causes, and 
having rather hard feelings against 
the introducer of the needle. 

The right way to do this is to pick 
up the entire fleshy mass between the 
skin and the bone in the less tender 
part of the upper limb, the back upper 
arm or shoulder, and push the needle 
directly through at right angles to the 
skin. {t should be done with a quick 
stab, and made to enter the muscle 
mass. The fluid is then gradually 
pushed home, after which the needle 
is withdrawn quicker than it went in, 
the puncture site being massaged for 
a moment for the double purpose of 
obliterating the needie track and pro- 
moting absorption of the injected 
fluid.— Medical Council. 


Naked Eye Diagnosis. 


In these days of elaborate clinical 
investigation there is no small danger 
that the medical attendant may be in- 
clined to undervalue the evidence 
available to the unaided senses of the 
observer. 

It is perfectly marvelous how the 
watchful eye of a skillful man can, by 


simple inspection, gain an insight into 


all kinds of peculiarity presented to 
him iu the person of a patient. Such 
trained intelligence is feebly repre- 
sented in the text-books by more or 
less elaborate efforts to describe the 
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diatheses and cachexie. When once 
the habit of carefully noting the out- 
ward and visible indications of ac- 
quired or inherited characteristics has 
been cultivated, there will be no lack 
of material for its further ripening, 
for every fresh patient will furnish a 
new problem to be solved. 

The art of diagnosis consists essen- 
tially in the logical process of abscrib- 
ing signs and symptoms to their proper 
cause. In the consulting-room it is 
impossible to bring all the modern re- 
sources of the laboratory to bear upon 
a case seen for the first time, and the 
physician has then to depend to no 
small extent upon bis naked eye diag: 
nosis. Now-a-days the student of 


‘medicine is so filled with minute 


knowledge of all kinds of abstruse 
studies, such as the bacteriology of 
the blood and of the urine, that he is 
apt to overlook the homely study of 
the patient himself, apart from the mi- 


croscope and the test-tube and the 


other armamentaria of modern clinical 
research. 

With the advent of the first patient 
to his consulting-room, however, comes 


the lesson, often with a rude shock, 


that there is much wisdom wanted in 
the practice of medicine that is neither 
taught in the class-room nor demanded 
of high-standard examination. —Medi- 
cal Press. 


Castor For 
oil has been given thrice weekly for 
the cure of supraorbital and other 
forms of neuralgia, and it has demon- 
strated its success. Its efficacy 1s at- 
tributed to the elimination of toxines, 


though this supposition does not fit 
the fact that the oil will relieve the 
neuralgia without causing purging.— 
Health. 


Sore Nipples. 


The nipple should be cleaned with 
a little water, to which has been added 
a small amount of borax: then apply 
the fullowing: 
K Balsam of Peru. 
Tr. of arnica, of each, Z ss. 
Ol. amygdal. duleis. 
Aqua calcis, of each, 3 ss. 
M. Sig.: Shake well and apply to 
nipple with camel’s-hair brush .—Wed- 
ical Summary. 


Should Fever be Treated ? 


Dr. Stokvis, of Amsterdam, says that 
there are certain cases, though they 
are rare, in which it is impossible not 
to intervene in a case of fever, as when 
alarming symptoms connected with the 
great functions of the economy (heat, 
respiratory apparatus, nervous sys- 
tem) place the patient in imminent 
danger of collapse. In such circum. 
stances inactivity is out of place. But 
how is the practitioner to interfere? 
He thinks it is a serious error to try 
to reduce the temperature by the ad- 
ministration of antipyretics, and holds 
that recourse should be had solely to. 
hydrotherapy and to the use of ana- 
leptics. The employment of medici- 
nal agents, however, sometimes threat- 
ens collapse. 

This applies to affections for which 
we have a specific medication, for in 
that case it is not only the pyrexia 
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that we can combat, but the fever it- 
self. Unhappily this is very seldom 
the case, and except in regard to ma- 
laria and acute articular rheumatism 
the specific antipyretic is still to seek. 
In the presence of a febril malady it 
is equally exceptional to have to deal 
with symptoms of immedtate gravity 
and to be in possession of a specific 
medication. Dr. Stokvsi is therefore 
of the opinion that the general rule, 
which applies to the immense majority 
of cases, is not to treat persons suffer- 
ing from fever, but to nurse them. He 
thinks that it is not only by drugs but 
by hygiene and diet that one should 
deal with such cases.—/ritish Medical 
Journal. 


Palatable Prescribing for Ohildren. 


Palatable prescribing is essential to 
success in the management of sick 
children. The physician who is not a 
medicinal atheist, but believes that 
drugs possess the power of curing or 
relieving disease, is bound to see that 
his little patient is able to take and re- 
tain the medicines he prescribes. 

Who has not witnessed actual injury 
done to the child during the forcible 
administration of medicine by its own 
mother, who, anxious to relieve suffer- 
ing and very confident in the marvel- 
lous medicine prescribed by her all- 
powerful physician, has transgressed 
the border-line of sanity? Indeed, on 
a few occasions, the writer found chil- 
dren with pneumonia in a state nigh to 
suffocation from the effects of pro- 
longed and firm compression of the 
nostrils; and many a child bleeds from 
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the gums and lips and loses a tooth 
or two from the attempt of the 
kind mother to force down into the 
child’s throat a teaspoonful of miser- 
able stuff—intended, perhaps, as a 
mere placebo. 

The mother is to be pardoned, but ~ 
not the physician, for with the modern 
pharmaceutical adjuvants and some 
consideration for the feelings of the 
sick he is enabled to render the taking 
and giving of medicine a _ pleasure 
rather than a pain, an act of benevo- 
lence rather than an act of cruelty,— 
Dr. Sheffield, in the: Post-Graduate. 


True Value of Gargling. 


By gargling in the usual way only 
the upper anterior surface of the uvula 
and soft palate and base of the tongue 
are reached. The method of holding 
the nose and throwing the head well 
back when gargling enables the fluid 
to reach every surface of the entire 
pharynx. 

The value of the two methods can 
readily be tested by painting the pos- 
terior wall of the pharynx with astrong 
solution of methylene blue. After 
gargling with water in the usual way, 
the latter will be perfectly clear and 
unstained; then let the patient again 
gargle by the method suggested, and 
the ejected fluid will be found stained. 
Charlotte Medical Journal. 


Whooping Oough. 


Equal quantities of the bromides of 
soda, ammonium and potassium were 
used in sixty test institution cases, 
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The results, considered from all stand- 
points, were better than with any of the 
means thus far referred to. The se- 
verity and duration of the paroxysms 
were especially influenced. The num- 
ber of seizures was practically un- 
changsd. From twelve to sixteen 
grains in twenty-four hours were given 
to a child twelve years of age. When 
given in raspberry syrup on a full 
stomach or with plenty of water there 
is very little disturbance attending its 
use. For a child two years of age six- 
teen to twenty-four grains may be ad- 
ministered jaily.— Archives of Pedia- 
trics, 


How to Tureap a Neepir.—Dr. Jos. 
M. Jackson recommends the following 
method as one that is not likely to add 
to the labors of the Recording Angel: 
To thread a needle, hole it with the 
ring and little finger of the left hand, 
instead of the thumb and forefinger, 
as is the usual way. This method 
leaves the thumb and forefinger free 
to grasp the smallest bit of silk or 
other suture material as it passes 


through the eye, and pull it to a safe 


distance on the other side. This dees 
away with the slipping back, so com- 
mon in the old way of changing 
hands.—Buffalo Medial Journal. 


BanpaGEs.—Plaster of paris bandages 
are very easily removed by the follow- 
ing simple method : Soak some cotton 
wool in peroxide of hydrogen, then 
moisten the splint down its full length 
with this, for about half an inch wide. 
When it is thoroughly soaked the 
plaster will be found in the same con- 


dition as when first puton, and the 
bandages have only to be cut with a 
pair of scissors, without any injury to 
the patient or any trouble whatever. 
— Surgery. 


PERFORATION OF THE PANCREAS AND 
Dvovenum A Tapeworm.—Dr. Stieda 
reports a post-mortem examination on 
a woman, aged 68, who died from an 
ulcerating carcinoma of the pylorus 
encroaching on the duodenum, In 
the duodenum a tapeworm (Tena 
saginata) was found; it had reached 
the lumen by perforating the intestinal 
wall. The head of the worm was 
found, by cutting serial sections, to be 
imbedded in the pancreas. Inflamma- 
tory reaction around the worm pointed 
to the perforation having occurred 
during life. Dr. Stieda has not found 
a similar case recorded .—-British Med- 
ical Journal. 


TypHorp Amona BritisH TRroops.—A 
question in the British House of Com- 
mons, recently, elicited the statement 
that there had been 15,625 cases of 
tvphoid fever among the British troops 
in South Africa, and that of this num- 
ber 3,642 proved fatal. 


Quinine LAsorn.—Fuasell finds that 
the administration of quinin is a val- 
uable stimulant in cases of uterine 
inertia, especially in cases of multi- 
pare. He thinks its employment will 
frejuently obviate the use of forceps. 
He gives about 15 or 16 grains at a 
dose.

California

bill, and it is now a law which will go 
into effect August Ist, 1901. 
- We applaud the policy displayed by 
our chief executive. He made no ene- 
mies and lost no friends, but we would 
have felt more admiration for him as a 
strong personality if he had approved 
the bill. 

Perhaps it was too much to expect 
of anyone in politics! Perhaps there 
was strong infiuence on both sides, 
and neutrality was the only politic 
course to pursue; but it is to no man’s 
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credit that he has no opinion, or fears 
to express it, 

We condole with our medico-poli i- 
cal friend whose “influence” has for 
once failed to evince its wonted po- 
tency. Has this mighty “influence’’ 
suffered deterioration because of the 
manifold cares which burden the ac- 


tive but none too well-balanced men- 


tality of the spectacular what is i ? 

No man can for long attend to a 

‘large and constantly increasing” prac- 
tice: coerce and inveigle students into 
entering his medical college; evade 
creditors; keep the hospital under his 
“immediate supervision” open for. 
business; pacify and blackguard pa- 
tients. relatives of deceased 
“cases; arrange for spectacular 
‘“write-ups” in the Sunday supple- 
ments of our yellow press, and at the 
same time retain a certain weak-kneed, 
parasitic following of medical men by 
the judicious bestowal of favors, with- 
out giving some evidence of mental 
fatigue. 
' The strain has proven too great. 
The rocket has now begun to grace- 
fully point its course towards the 
earth. There may yet be a burst of 
brilliancy’ which will evoke the ap- 
plause and admiration of the multi- 
tude. Then the stick will drop, and 
no one wil) take note of its fall, 

But to resume: The new law is not 
perfect; far from it. There are some 
clauses which were better omitted, or 
at least altered. However, it is the 
best we could get, and to refuse ac- 
ceptance meant to continue under the 
old statute. 

California now has a medical law 
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which should protect both the phy- 
sician and the people of the State. It 
now remains to be seen how the exam- 
inations will be conducted. The elec- 
tion of examiner? is an important mat- 
ter. The law is new. Other’ States 
are watching us. There must be no 
bribery, no jealousy and no vicious 
partisan feeling evident during the 
sitting of this board To that end it 
behooves the members of each medical 


society to have a care in the selection. 


of their representatives. bril- 
liant man may not be the honest man! 
The honest man may be a biget; aud 
the bigoted man is always an ignorant 
one. This board of examiners should 
be a body in which each man is impar- 
tial, broad-minded, courteous, and a 
credit to the school of practice which 
he represents. One illiterate, bigoted 
boor will undo all the good work which 


has been accomplished, We can imag- 
ine nothing more ridiculous than a. 


board meeting which resolves itself 
into a wrangle engendered by partisan 
feeling and a foolish, narrow, con- 
temptible discussion of “school.”’ 

Let us, as eclectics, seek to be rep- 
resented by men for whom we will not 
have cause to blush; men who have 
the courage to speak when necessary, 
und know the value of silence; men 
who by their natural dignity, courtesy 
and diplomacy will reflect credit upon 
every member of our school; men who 
will be as firm as the rock against all 
attempts at bribery, coercion or eva- 
sion of the law, but who in that firm- 
ness will not forget that they are 
gentlemen and that they represent a 
liberal system of medicine. 
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We have such men, and it should be 
the ambition of every eclectic in Cali- 
fornia to be present at the next meet- 
ing of the State Medical Society, join 
it, if not already a member, and use 
every legitimate means to secure for 
us two representatives of whom we 
can be proud.

Pulmonary Consumption, Pneumonia and 
Allied Diseases of the Lungs, by Thos. J. 
Mays, A. M., M.D. E. B. Treat & Co., 
241-3 West 23d Street, New York. Price, 
cloth, $3.00. 


The author, ‘after thirty years of 
study and clinical investigation, pre- 
sents this book of over five hundred 
pages in substantiation of his theories 
regarding the origin of phthisis and 
pneumonia. | 


The fundamental concepts of the 
work may be formulated into the fol- 
lowing propositions: 

1, That pulmonary phthisis in the 
large majority of cases is primarily a 
neurvusis, and that the pulmonary dis- 
integration is secondary. 

2. That any agent, influence or con- 
dition which undermines the integrity 
of the nervous sysiem will engender 


pulmonary phthisis, or some form of 


pulmonary disorder 

3. That the only remedies of value 
in the treatment of pulmonary phthisis 
are those which appeal to, and act 
through, the nervous system. 

4. That of speciul value in the 
treatment of phthisis is the counter- 
irritant action of silver-nitrate intro- 
duced hypodermically over the vagi 
in the neck; and 

5. That acute pneumonia and other 
forms of acute pulmonary disease are 
closely affiliated with disorder of the 
nervous system. 

The chapters on diagnosis and treat- 
ment are very complete, but the most 
attention is given to etiology. We 
welcome this author’s investigations 
as bringing us perhaps one step nearer 
the solution of the great problem of 
consumption cure, which confronts 
every physician. The sanitary meas- 
ures, baths, air, food and clothing in 


the treatment of phthisis and pneu- 
monia are well described, and the cold 


compress in acute pneumonia is es- 
pecially lauded. To the heroic dosage 
of quinine, calomel, digitalis, mor- 
phine and capsicum we find it hard to 
attribute the results which the author 
claims. Quarter-grain doses of mor- 
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phine hypodermically; dessertsnoon 
doses of infusion of digitalis; thirty- 
grain doses of quinine every four 
hours; teaspoonful doses of tr. capsi- 
cum and calomel every hour, would 
seem to us like a combination which 
would inspire the patient to escape 
further treatment by death rather than 
recovery.

The author has had 
experiences 9nd enjoyed advantages 
for the collection of material which 
particularly fit her to present her ideas 
and conclusions to her fellow workers. 

After a general consideration of the 
profession of nursing, the author takes 
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the nurse to the high position which 


up the subjects of health, dress, night 
duty and training, giving not cnly the 
ethical view of these matters, but 
many practical, common-sense sug- 
gestions. The duties and relations of 
the head nurse and the graduate nurse 
in their dealings with physicians and 
patient are next discussed, and the 
conclusion is devoted to the ethics of 
the nursing fraternity. | 
The style is very good, and we be- 
lieve the little book will soon be found 
on the table of every nurse who re- 
gards her work seriously.
